ment last season has increased the 
Customs revenue of Australia to the ex- 
tent of £87 17s. It appears that Mr. 
Lindrum consigned the table as a present 
to his mother. If, however, the table 
had been regarded by the Australian 
Customs officers as a prize, it would have 
ot through free of duty. In the Free 
State the Customs charge duty on similar 
articles whether they are prizes or 
presents. Until 1930 a tax of one-third 
the value was imposed on trophies which 
contained an inconsiderab!e portion of 
wood, and people who won cups and other 
mzes “ abroad ” in Ulster or Great 
ritain had te } :y dearly when their pots 
arrived in Free State territory. This 
rievance, however, has now been removed. 
t is very annoying when consignees are 
compelled to pay duty on articles which 
are sent as gifts. Those bookcases which 
are given free by publishers to the pur- 
chasers of encyclopedias and the complete 
works of classical authors are invariably 
taxed by the Free State Customs.

OF DUBLIN. 
BOTTLE-NECK STRAIT. 


From Our HARBOUR CORRESPONDENT, 

OT a little comment has been. made in 

the newspapers on the carelessness of 
destrians in Dublin. Familiarity 
with the city, doubtless, is responsible fox 
the fact that the majority of us walk along 
the streets in an unobservant fashion. We 
know, before turning a street-corner, the 
exact nature of the scene which will appear 
before us. Many of the buildings and shops 
are known to us since the days of our boy- 
hood, while omnibuses and trams awaken no 
interest beyond the fact that we want either 
to avoid them or step into them. 
Such is not the case, however, with 
the toiler whose daily duties take 
him along the quays of the Liffey. 
Here the “ shops '' which line the quays can 
alter with the flooding of a tide. They 
appear suddenly in this magic Dublin street 
like detached fragments of countries from far 
beyond the seas, and on the morrow, perhaps, 
they are gone. Their presence awakens 
interest if only through the glimpse of a 
Swarthy crew or the sound of a foreign 
tongue. The very absence of those seen 
yesterday arouses thouchts and visions of 
wide herizons and open spaces which could 
never be inspired by any other street in 
Dublin. 

The interest of a stroll down the riverside, 
however, need not be confined to that of 
ships alone. Only the other day, for example. 
our Correspondent noticed in a window an 
excellent model of a three-masted sailing ship 
under full sail, fitted inside a bottle, the 
execution of which obviously was the work 
of a sailor of the old school. To the unini- 
tiated the method of placing the vessel inside 
a narrow-necked bottle appears to be an abso- 
lute mystery; yet, once having seen it done, 
one realises that care and patience in the 
navigation of Bottle-neck Strait are more 
essential than actual skill. 

The secret lies in the fact that the masts 
are hinged at their base, thus enabling them, 
after the model has been completed, to lie 
flat along the deck. The yards also are so 
constructed that they can be “ cockbilled '' 
parallel] to the masts. Thethreads, which re- 

nt the fore-stays and lead through a 
ole in the bowsprit, are left long enough to 
come through the neck of the bottle after 
the model has been entered and pressed on 


| to its “sea” of putty. By pulling on these 


threads the masts are raised upwards 
and the yards are then coaxed 


again, 


into

burned off just underneath the bowsprit. 
WELCOME WHEAT SHIPS. 

Wheat ships are always lar in the 
River Liffey; for not baty ds they take a 
considerable time to discharge, but the cargo 
is not an unpleasant one to work upon. 
Stevedores, therefore, forgave the Greek 
steamer, Georgios Mantacas, her name—and 
even that of her captain, which happens to 
be Exadactilof—when this vessel arrived, the 
other day, with a grain cargo from Braila. 
She is a sturdy ship of 1,952 tons register, but 
beyond this little more can be said about her. 

Undoubtedly, the most attractive vessel 
which put into the Liffey last week was the 
Norwegian motor ship, Bonita, 1,834 tons 
register, of Oslo, under the command of 
Captain Muiler. She loaded her cargo of 
arain at Rosario, but from her general 
appearance—the smart yellow funnel, spotiess 
white upper works and spars on which to 
spread awnings over all decks—-one could 
imagine that her occupation was anything 
but that of carrying cargo. In the sailing 
ship days Norwegians were noted for being 
good satiors, which, of course, includes keep- 
ing a ship clean, and, as a rule, they main- 
tain their reputaticn in these modern days 
of metor and steam.

Lord Dufferin was presented with two hand- 
some silver tankards, and the gift to Lady 
Dufferin took the mteresting form of a replica 
mm silver of ‘the ancient bell of Bangor, one 
of the few. surviving relics of the ancient 
Bangor Abbey. The original bell, which is of 
bronze, is now in the possession of Colonel 
McCance, of Knocknagoney, Holywood. 


MAYOR’S SPEECH. 


The Mayor of Bangor (Councillor Walter 
alcolm) presided, waa the gifts were pre- 
sented by the Mayoress. 

Ths Mayor said they were met that after- 
noon to offer to the young Marquess and 
Marchioness their sincere wish that they might 
have a jong and happy married life. Their 
congratulations were, unfortunately, later 
than they should have been, as it was in- 
tended to have that function in July, 1920. 
About that time, however, the then Marquess 
of Dufferin and Ava lost his life in what had 
become known as the Kent air disaster. His 
death cast such gloom over the district that 
a public meeting of the present kind could 
rot be contemplated. They were there, how- 
ever, that afternoon to rejoice with the young 
pair in their married happiness, and they 
knew that their future life together would 
be one-long honeymoon. 

The Mayor said that they re‘oiced to think 
that as a servant of the Empire the young 
Marqness was to follow in his grandfather's 
footsteps. Thev had learned with pleasure 
that he had heen chosen to serve on a com- 
mittee which had been appointed to consider one 
of the most important problems which faced the 
statesmen of Britain—-the future of India. It 
was in that field of service in the past that 
the first Lord Dufferin brought as its reward 
the addition of the name Ava to an already 
honoured title. 

The Mayoress then presented the gifts and 
wished Lord and Lady Dufferin long life and 
happiness. 

Lord Dufferin, returning thanks on behalf 
of his wife (a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ernest Guinness) and himself, said that he 
would like to thank them quite simply for 
the beautiful gifts they had given him and 
his wife, and which, he thought, were reslly 
due to the reputation his father had in that 
district. His father, he seid, had borne a 
part—and hot an ignoble part—in the most 
difficult and dangerous period that Ulster 
By sheer force of will 
he had. made himself into a figure which he 
(the speaker) thonght would command the 
admiration of everyone. By long and 
laborious stvdy te had made himself into a 
Speaker of the Senate whose example subse- 
quent Speakers would find it hard to emulate.

in Molesworth street, Dublin, behind the 
Censor’s office.

Senator J. T. O'Farrell, chairman of the 
Board, who wholly endorsed that attitude, 
was, however, g enough to point out that 
neither the Censor nor the Board had power 
to. criticise a ‘“‘talkie’’ on the grounds of 
slang, vulgarity or faulty diction. He said 
that “ they were certainly not entitled to cut 
such things out of the talk.” 

The law empowers the Board and the 
Censor to deal with the blasphemous, the 
indecent, the obscene, and all things sub- 
versive of public morality, but apparently 
neither authority has reg “Oh, yeah” 
and “ Sez you ” as being covered by the first 
three heads, nor evidently is the American 
accent believed to be subversive of public 
morality. 

“We are neither policemen nor school- 
masters,” said Senator O'Farrell: —“ This 
Béard has nothing to say to education or to 
vulgarity. We are not concerned with 
whether a film is artistic or not; but we can- 
not pass one because it is artistic if it be 
immoral. We just turn do“n a picture 
because it is bad.” 

When it was sought further to develop 
the subject, Mr. O'Farrell would not say 
more. e only added that the feeling of 
the members of the Board was against giving 
interviews. 

This attitude appears to be unfortunate, 
because such bodies, having a limited control 
over film production, could do much with a 
little wider powers to assist in the encourage- 
ment of films which are not spoiled by the 
American accent and the Hollywood formula. 


THE HOLLYWOOD FORMULA. 
One gentleman urged that Great Britain 


now was missing a t chance of making de- 
cent films if she would not cut out the **Holly- 
wood formula’ and get one of her own. In

engineers. This would render a supplemental 
loan necessary, And a sum)in the neighbour- 
hood of £10,000 miglit be required.

It was a boon ‘to the town, and 
must ih course: of time prove to be a source 
of considerable revenue to the general body of 
ratepayers. 

A sum of almost £7,000 had been expended 
on the construction of the pleasure gardens 
in Bridge street, about one-half being received 
from the Northern Ministry of Labour and the 
Watson Charity Trustees by way of grants. 
A new bowling green had been faid down in 
the gardens at a cost of £1,000, the Watson 
Charity Trustees contributing £750 towards 
the work.

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Railway of Ireland is in a sad plight ; but 
the Free State railways’ plight is the 
worst of all. Indeed, it must be described 
as desperate. If the present rate of 
decline continues, the hour is near when 
the Great Southern Railways will be 
unable to pay a penny of dividend on 
their £17,000,000 of capital, and thousands 
of shareholders will be ruined. Such 
failure not only would be a heavy blow 
for the investing classes, but would affect 
every aspect of national progress. The 
most highly organised system of motor 
traffic never can be an economic substitute 
for railways in an agricultural country. 
If the Free State railways disappear, a 
very large number of Irish farmers will be 
isolated from their markets. Fairs, which 
for centuries have brought prosperity to 
country towns, will die for lack of trans- 
port facilities. In a sentence, all the 


agricultural trafic with Great Britain will 
be nipped in the bud. The railways have 
made a gallant fight against adversity, 
and have. struggled stubbornly to keep 
their servants in employment. In 1930 
strict economies reduced expenditure by 
£74,000, and, no doubt, the accounts will 
| show that further economies have been 
made in 1931. That. policy, however, has 
its limits; for essential services must be 
maintained, 

Until a few weeks ago the railways had 
lived in hope that the Free State Govern- 
ment’s long-promised bill would set them 
on their feet. This hope has been dis- 
appointed. The railways, and the public, 
had assumed that the bill would relieve 
them from statutory obligations which be- 
longed to another age of transport, and 
would protect them against the competi- 
tion of an excessive and uneconomic motor 
trafic. In effect, the measure which has 
passed through all its stages in the Ddil 
does neither of these things. It endows 
the railways with certain rights upon the 
roads; it co-ordinates their services with 
motor services for the public benefit, but it 
retains many of the present encumbrances 
to progress. On the one hand, the rail- 
ways’ road services continue to be bound 
by many of the strict regulations of 
railway traffic. On the other hand, as we 
read the bill, no such obligation. is placed 
upon that private lorry traffic which has 
been the chief factor in the decline of the 
railways. It seems, indeed, that the bill’s 
main purpose is to increase the Govern- 
ment’s authority over the railways and to 
hamper their powers of initiative. In 
the light of the figures which we publish 
to-day nobody can pretend that this Lill 
will save the railways or that its opera- 
tion during the next twelve months will 
prevent another large deficit at the end of 
1932. The plain truth is that the Govern- 
ment’s bill denies to the Free State rail- 
ways one of their two vital needs and 
shirks the other. If the railways are to 


isurvive, the trafic for which they were 


'designed must be preserved to them—or 
at least they must be put in a fair posi- 
tion to compete for it—and their enormous 
wages bills must be reduced. Unless these 
two measures are taken very quickly, the 
whole railway system must collapse. We 
hope that farmers, merchants and share- 
holders will try to realise the magnitude 
of such a calamity before they become 
helpless spectators of it. During the next 
few weeks they will have an opportunity 
to impress their fears upon the politicians. 
Here are the three hard facts of the situa- 
tion—that the Free State railways are 
at their last gasp, that their death would 
be a fatal loss to the country, and that 
the Government's bill does little or 
nothing to avert it. 


Disarmament. 


The Disarmament Conference will meet 
next month at Geneva, and already several 
rumours are abroad concerning Britain's 
probable proposals. It has been suggested 
that the British programme favours a re- 
duction in the size of battleships from 
35,000 tons to 25,000 tons, and, in the 
calibre of their heavy guns, from sixteen 
inches to twelve inches or to thirteen and a 
half ‘inches. Now, however; the Admiralty 
has denied officially the truth of various 
published statements. We confess that 
this refuting of current rumour is no smal! 
relief, since to-day is not the time for 
further parings of Britain's defence forces. 
No other country hitherto has made 
similar sacrifices in this regard; indeed, 
most naval Powers have increased their. 
expenditure, while the cost of the Royal 
Navy has been diminishing. Europe at 
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that her exclusion fro a weapon which 
all navies appear to deem necessary to 
defence—even Poland, Finland and 
Latvia are proud possessors of submarine 
flotillas—is preposterous, and it is hard 
to gainsay her. We trust that something 
may come of the Conference’s delibera- 
tions, but we trust also that Britain will 
not be the first country again to offer a 
sacrifice. Britain, though she has many 
faults, is not guilty of the ‘sin of 
aggressive arrogance which their Graces 
of Canterbury and York were so ready to 
impute to her. She has done her best 
during the last ten years to fulfil her 
responsibilities in an unselfish spirit. It 
is romeone else’s turn to follow her olft- 
repeated example.

Hill Pastures. 


An interesting experiment is being con- 
ducted in Wales, according to the Agricul- 
tural Correspondent of The Times. It is 
based on the fact that only a little less 
than half of the total area under grass 
in Great Britain consists of mountain, 
heath and other rough grazing. Why 
should this poor grass not be converted 
by the aid of seence into good and 
valuable grazing? Hitherto it had been 
assumed that the poor grass was an 
inevitable result of poor and peaty soil, 
of low fertility, and of the hillside ex- 
posure. Now Professor R. G. Stapledon, 
Director of the Welsh Plant Breeding 
Station, has come to the couclusion that 
the Welsh hill pastures can be improved, 
and is putting his belief to successful 
test. The improvement, he claims, turns 
on two things—the introduction of clovers 
and the establishment of grasses better 
than those already in possession—and 
three steps are necessary to accomplish 
these objects. In the first place, the 
land must be ploughed, or “ scratched ”’ 
with a cultivator or a disk harrow. In 
the next place, the seeds are sown, and 
at the same time light dressings of 
fertiliser must be applied to establish 
the young plants. Without the “ scratch- 
ing” the seeds will not win a footing, 
and a present difficulty is to find the most 
effective implement for this purpose. Basic 
slag, with a smaller quantity of nitro- 
chalk, seems to be the best fertiliser, 
and, as it appears, almost any good 
grass—Yorkshire fog is mentioned—will 
give excellent results. It would be 
interesting to learn whether the Free 
State Department of Agriculture, which 
seldom. iags in the application of science 
to problems of the soil, has turned its 
attention to the rough hillsides of Ireland.

The Young Idea. 


The sub-divisidns of ‘‘ mind ” in these 
days are almost infinite. We have had 
the “ air mind,” or, as others cal! it, 
‘ airmindedness ’’—although it seems 
that the ordinary car driver’s functior. 
does not call for anything so elevated as a 
process of mind; for him a ‘road 
sense” 18 sufficient. The latest sub- 
division is the “ telephone mind,” and the 
British General Post Office is anxious 
that this faculty shall be possessed .n 
fulness by the rising generation. It has 
organised, therefore, a Young People’s 
Telephone Exhibition in London, hoping 
thus to instil an understanding of the 
telephone, and familiarity with it, in the 
Children from all quarters 
of London will visit the Exhibition on the 
invitation of the Postmaster-General. 
Long-distance calls have been arranged 
to various remote Dominions, and certain 
urchins lucky enough to be chosen will 
enjoy the privilege of conversation over 
thousands of miles of wire. The object, 
doubtless, is good, but is such traininz 
necessary ? Nearly everybody who wishes to 
make a telephone call knows how to use 
the instrument; and, if he does not know, 
he takes a very chort while to learn. On 
the other hand, mere familiarity will not 
encourage the use of telephones. That 
object can be gained by only one means— 
the cheapening of telephones. Who does 
not possess the friend of modest means 
who “cannot ke p up his telephone! 
The “ telephone mind ” is not very help- 
ful when the telephones are not there ; 
and the Free State, which is just as 
anxious as England to encourage the use 
of telephones, ought to take this lesson 
to heart.

the United States in times past has not 
been wanting in acumen when faced with 
a crisis, and may be expected to face 
war debts in a new spirit when the right 
moment arrives. The fact that the 
foreign trade of the United States for 
last year showed a decline of thir 
per cent. is likely to have a pronounced 
effect on public opinion in connection 
with war debts. 
Domestic Servants. 

An interesting outcome of the financia! 
crisis is that the supply of domestic ser- 
vants :n London apparently is exceeding 
the demand. Housewives who have to 
change maids are finding that applicants 
for the vacant situation are three or four 
times as numerous as they were six 
months zxgo, and that there is some 
anxiety to secure a post. Much greater 
care is taken in ‘regard fo references, 
without which a maid has small chance 
of securing a good place. Opportunities 
for domestic servants are becoming fewer 
in London, since many thousands of 
people take up abode In service mate 
or in small houses, where they can 
manage the work for themselves with the 
assistance of the family. A cook or gene- 
ral servant with a good character, how- 
ever, always can obtain work.
